That the Diftillers of Scotland, availing themfelves by degrees of thei: 
local advantages, have not only been engbled to fupply North Britain 
With {pirits of its own manufacture, pnt: alfota exper€t6 the métropo- 
fis.—In this progye(s, valuable impaas cmenseWere madey-—The Bulinets 
of diftilling, in place.of being confined. te towds, was edrried on in the” 
country, and rendered fubfervient to the purpoles of, agriculture; and the 
rearing of cattle. —T'he profits of thefe branches, added to the low price 
of feuel, of labour and provifions, were found to give the trade a deci- 
ded advantage over that carried on in the confinement of citiés. 

That ever fince the combined Diflillers of Londdit have without tea- 
fiing employed themfelves, their influence and their intereft; both in pu- 
blic and private, to ruin and deftroy, the trade of Scotland, and Kave fete 
no means untried for that purpofe. ; 

Prefuming, upon the amount of duties by themi paid as a grotiid of 
favour with Government, they lately brought in bills to Parliament, 
complaining in exprefs terms, that they.the Diftillers of London wert 
underfold in their own country, and propofing a tiumber of reftriéticns and 
enactments, with the declared purpofe of cutting off the trade of 
North Britain from that market—That, though defeated,.in fome of 
thefe attempts, ‘it is a fact, for the truth of which, an appeal is made 
to every member of Parliament, that the late ftatutes for regulating the 
diftillery of Great Britain were framed, in concert : with, dal by advice of 
re Diftillers of London, and fupported in the Houfe of Commons by Di- 

ers. ‘ , 

The fole objeét of the Scots mandfatthrers was tb be.put upon an ¢- 
qual footing with thofe of South Britain; and ‘ge. -purpofe, they 
publicly offered to pay the duties:of Excifé by feyeral. methods, which 
exeluded the poffibility of fraud in either country, and put the diftillery 
of Great Britain: upon an equal footing —For the truth of this alfo, 
they appeal to the members for Scotland; andthat‘in particular; they 
offered again and again, to pay any fami the legi thould direét, up- 
on the content of their ftill, by way of licenfe for working the fame, 
whereby it behoved the reveriue of Government to be levied by a plain 
and fimple rule.—This did not fuit the Diftillers of Londofi ; they pre- 
ferred the prefent complicated expenfive mode of Excife becaufe it. tend- 
ed to feeure a. monopoly to themfelves. p2dit 

Notwithftanding all the advantages obtained over thenr: by the late 
laws ; and notwichftanding it is a certain fact, that the Diftillers of Scot- 
land cannot export a fingle gallon ‘of fpirits to England, or any where 
elfe, withqut previous ment of the full duties of Excife ; and not- 
withftanding feveral ail 3 unjuft andjunfair attempts wete made upon 
the private property of the traders of: this country, tliéy Scots were ena- 
bled to maintain their fhare of the market.—This proved to'be a'difap- 
pointment to the Diftillers of Londop, who ‘had confidered theilaft act 
of Parliament to be a prohibition againft Scotland. |... 

The next plan fallen upor’,* was as call pon the Scottith Beard of Ex- 
cife, to crufh the trade of thelr own country.—The Geatléiien well 
knew what could be done in this way.— They, had, heet-naable to bear 
even the common and gentle execution of the Excife laws,-+In a pamph- 
let, fome years ago publifhed by the’ London Diftillers, they exprefied 


_themfelves in thefe words: “ Labouring under the fhacklésof Excife,’a

The people of this country will judge whether the conduét of sur 
Commiffioners at prefent be: not downright infnpportable oppreffion, 
when they are informed, that Excifemen, ‘termed Expeétants, are placed 


in the diftilleries, to the mumber of two, three, and four, who relieve one \ 


another regularly, night and day, fo that entire pofleffion is takea by the 
Excife of their heufes and works. , ; ‘ . 

By thefe men, the work is furveyed every two hours. |” 

In the mean time, ordinary ,Gangers, Supervifors, anf General’ Sure 
veyors, até four and fix times. a-day calling their Expe@ants to account, 
making feparate furveys, interrupting the’ work, and opening their tuns, 
when in an improper condition to be opened, to the: great lofs -of-the 
Diftiller. 

Though thus in conftant poffeifion of the Dittillery, other officers, 
with firesarms, vifit them at all hours of the-night; and if the doors 
be ‘accidentally fhut, they are forced open by fmiths hammerf. For this 
purpofe, Excifemeii ride over the country, with. affiftants, having large 
hammers flupg round them, and, upon that account, termed Fore-hammer 
Men.. Many Of thefe oficers behave. with infolence {not to be borne; 
watch and carry off the methods of working;, take plans of the houfes 
and looms; openly declare their regret and difappointment, when they 
have nothing to find fault with; enter at windows, though their neigh- 
bonrs be already in the infide, aud impudently tell proprictors, that their 
houfes are not their own. ‘his lift of grievaiees is far fhort of truth; 
let every trader make the cafe his own. toc Nae . 

The only fatisfaétion which the Board of Excife ever deigned to give 
to thefe complaints, is, that they iffuc no orders but fuch asare juftifiable 
in law. This is not an anfwer; ‘the traders can find no fuch laws. The 
Legiflature of Great Britain never could intend that fuch prattices fhould 
have exifted; and, if the words of. any laws can be overltretehed, the 
execution of them, as the learned Judge already mentigéned obferves; is 
trufted to the conduét and diferetion of Commiffioners. placed ps intpar- 
tial Judges between Government and thé people. The revénnes of 
Great Britain are not.farmed as in Franée, becanfe it Is dreaded that the 
laws would. be executed with literal undonftitutional Figour; ‘aiid for this 
fole reafon it is, that the public are at the e&pent¢ df fapportitig thee
